Hub thif cream Into the skin thor- 
oughly, then.before going out wipe your 
face with a soft cloth. Apply a good 
face powder after the cream has been 
rubbed o'ff. 
After thoroughly rubbing 
the powder Into the remnants of cream 
which remain on the surface of the 
skin, wipe the powder smoothly so as 
to leave little trace of It on the face. 
You will not look "mnde up," if you're 
careful to wipo the powder down to a 
well-nigh invisible thinness. 


Fre'ckles and tan are the result of pig- 
ment—the coloring matter of the skin— 
which Is brought to the surface by the 
action of the sun or wind. They can 
be removed but will of course appear 
again If the skin isn't protected before 
above cold cream or a similar one.

Some tlmo ago I spent a few days at 
a vegetarian re-sort, and my views on 
tho possibilities of vegetables were con- 
siderably changed. 
. So many of us look upon vegetables 
as an accessory to a meal and get into 
the habit of cooking all vegetables' In. 
the same way. We make it a custom 
to cream everything from potatoes to 
asparagus, to serve all vegetables with 
a butter sauce, or to do many other 
similar things simply from habit. 


There is an art in cooking vegetables, 
and if one wants to get tho full benefit 
of the vegetables purchased they should 
be cooked In such a manner as to get 
their full flavor. 


Donf~t smother the natural flavor or 


the vegetable by tha addition of some 
standardized sauce. If you pot a curry 
sauce on every vegetable, then your 
cauliflower, celery or cabbage will all 
taste of curry and will lose the' indi- 
vidual flavor. 


POINTS TO KNOW. 


Wash, scrub or scrape vegetables. 


Never peel them, as you are likely 
to remove so thick a skin that the 
most valuable salts near the surface 
are cut away. 


Place vegetables ''In cold water 


until ready to cook. This keeps the 
vegetables crisp and prevents them 


• from gettirtg discolored. 


Plunge 
vegetables 
in 
boiling, 
salted water and keep at the boiling 
point. 
, Pungent vegetables like cabbage, 
cauliflower, 
turnips 
and 
onions 


should be cooked In a large amount 


> of water and kept uncovered. 


If too much water is added to vege- 


tables with a sweet juice like string 
beans, asparagus, peas, corn and celery 
they will be watery 
and 
tasteless; 


therefore cook them in only enough 
water to prevent them from scorch- 
ing. 


FOR "STRONG" VEGETABLES. 
The strorig-fiavored vegetables like 
turnips, 
cabbage, onions, cauliflower 


and parsnips should be cooked In a 
large quantity 'of water. This will Im- 
prove their flavor and make them more 
lender. 
' 


Be sure to keep the kettle In which 
these 
strong-flavored vegetables are 
cooked uncovered. If they are covered 
gas will form and develop an --inpleas- 
arct color that will -permeate, through 
the house. 
" 


Add one-quarter teaspoonful of bak- 


ing soda and one-half teaspoonful ot 
salt to the water In which cabbage Is 
cooked. The correct way to cook cab- 
bage ia to soak It in cold water for half 
an hour, put into a kettle .of boiling 
salted water, cover the kettle just long 
enough for the water to reach boiling 
I>oint. Then remove the cover and cooii 
rapidly for 25 minutes. Strain and then 
serve with any sauce preferred. 


Fresh fish should be frequently used 
wherever available. However, we have 
large stores of Halted, ;canned and dried 
fish that can be used in those places 
where fresh fish isn't readily available. 
5'ish Is a protien and therefore takes 
the place not only of meat, but also of 
eggs.

At this season of the year when the 
price of eggs is soaring, it is extrava- 
gant to use eggs as1-a breakfast dish 
in the large family. 
Fish will supply 
just as much nratriment at considerably 
less cost.

Serra.was having trouble with the 
officers of the military who placed 
obstacles in his ivay and his super- 
ior in Mexico; Verger, was express- 
ing hiij. disapprobation bf the gov- 
ernment's methods. 
Chapmari says: 


, . "Verger v,;as opposed io ihe kind 
of es'lablishrhents that Vver'e being 
made (n Alta California, but made 
suggestions In cas'ia they were to 
be maintained. The good will of the 
Indians tnust be obtained, if they 
were ,to subject themselves to , the 
Catholic faith, as, .for esarriple, by 
making promises to protect them 
against theii- enemies. 
This would 


require enough, troops to enablfe the 
.Spaniards lo fulfil such prbmiaes, 
and to provide ade'quate security 
against reduced Indians. These were 
dangerous .because of their free type 
of life, bad conduct of Spanish sol- 
diers, .and the incitement pf priests' 
°.f.native religions for whom the in- 
troduction 
of 
Christianity 
meant 
loss bf position. 
Thus a sudden' re- 


bellion might put ah end t'o every- 
thing. 
If the Indians should re- 


ceive, Christianity,

View, articles to attract the Indians 
should be sent, as, Tor example, to- 
bacco.

Diego, the Indians had threatened 
the Spanish march; he said, arid In. 
one Instance there, had been a fight 
In .which,; ten Indians were .killed. 
Tllfcy, wero not peaceful, as "Serra 
haa reported..hUt had hot molested 
a later expedition, because they had 
learned ot the Spanish estab'llsh- 
ment at San Diegb, and were await- 
ing a. belter chance. On August 15, 
?,Z7.0...a revolt,occurred at San Diego, 
resulting In the loss of several lives 


. Kerra reported that no Indians were 


killed, but in fact three were, and 
two died later. Previous; to this the 
Kan Dtegp Indians had tried to rob 
the Spaniards. At another place, at 
the lake of tar (the I^a Brea ranch) 
two Indian^ were.-killed In an eri- 
counter with Spanish soldiers. "What 
the San Diego Indians ha.d done, 
others might 36; arid perhaps1 th'ey 
might be even more likely to do so 
elsewhere in . Alta California they 
were more able ana'prdiia than the 
Indiaris^of Sari .Diego; It.was notice- 
able that the Indians of Alta Cali- 
fornia had hot promised tb ,bbey {.tie 
Church, arid; only pn,e .village Be- 
tween Sari Diego and Monterey, a 
viliage near tho lake of tar. had of- 
fered Jands. There was doubt, even 
in that pase; It being probable that 
the Spaniards rnlsuriderstood the In- 
dians, as neither •people knew the 
other's 
language. 
. Thus, a 'greater 
r^i'ltarjr escort for. the miuslong was 
necessary, the presidios of San, Diego 
and Mbhterey should he maintained, 
arid another iii between wotild be 
eminently aesifable. As it was; there 
were but eighteen soldiers at Mon- 
terey of \yhom only the seven sol- 
dados do cuera.could take the field. 
There were twcnty-clghl soidados 
de ciipK-l at Ban Diego, none too 
many beriause of the cows arid mules 
there to bb guarded. The mission of 
Sari Diego w;as already iri its third 
year,.but, as. Father Paterna had 
written lo Vergcrr it was not yet 
worthy of being called a mission, As 
for-five missions that had been or- 
ne|bd (ifected between Velicata and 
Ran pleg'd; nothing had been done 
for, . praclas a Dols! there were no 
soldiers, mujes or horses for them, 
and Palou had written .that, there 
wef-o no. riliiles. in.,Baja California to 
carry ih'ern prbvis'Ib'hs." .

Dlefeb oh the nigKt of the 4th of 
November and there they divided 
into two bands, the half of them 
going on to the garrison.. They ar- 
rived at the Mission withbut being- 
seenj coming first to the houses of 
the native Christians. Here a num- 
ber of the pagans stationed them- 
selves, in the doorway of each house; 
ordering- the dwellers therein to re- 
main inside and to keep silence, on 
pain of death. Tho greater pstrt of 
the, band then, attacked the mission 
and the vestry, stealing the clothing; 
the ornaments and everything else 
they ... wanted.

engaged in the attack on, the sol- 
diers who were gathered iri a llttlo 
hpuse which had served them as a 
15arrack's', and iri -wKIcK the Father' 
I'\ Vicente Fuster had taken refuge 
with the two bos's just mentioned.. 
Herb caih'e also the carpentfer, .arid' 
there v\rere there also three soldiers 
with tho .corporal. _ To the. pagan 
band gathered about wag added the 
great mass .of the other.bandvwhich 
had .started, for the garrison, but 
which they Had hot, dare attack, as 
lorig before they arrived they had 
seen the smoke and 
fire 
of 
the 


lUISsio'H, atid Supposing jhat It had 
been seen by those .of the garrison 
arid that they would, be on the de- 
fensive and . that they would aond 
help to the Mission, they returned 
and joined those taking part in tho 
attack-. In .this fy;iy the. garrison 
was delivered, as all the people there 
wero nlso asleep, for they did not 
sec the fire .which .lighted up the 
sky nor did tl\cy hear the noise of 
the niany shots- \vhicli were fired, 
though it la easy Ib hear the morn- 
ing salute bf 1 tho garrison from the 
Mission. 
. 


Aa sbori as those pagans who had 


gone to the .attack of the garrison 
came up to the Mis'sip'n and. heard 
that bhei of tho Fathers had been 
killed, they asked which ono. it was. 
As soon as they .heard .that it was 
the one who said. tho prayers (for 
so they designated ,Fr. Luis) they 
were greatly pleased with the riew.i 
arid celebrated pii I lie spot .one of 
ilicif- \wii--tlahoes; ris is. their har- 
barous custom. Then they jojncd 
the rest In tho attempt to hay.e dono 
with the other Father and with the 
whole Mission. The little, group of 
f.'Oldlars did their 
host 
to 
defend 


themselves Against the, tremendous 
number of the pagaii horde, being 


animated by tho great valor of the 
corporal, who did riot ceaSe to shout 
aloud, which added io the terror of 
tlio* Indians', alul to shoot off his 
weapon; killing some and wounding 
others. TVhpn. the eiieiny saw how , 
Kreat w;ig the resistance they .'en- 
countered, they had recourse' tb firo, 
setting firo to the barracks, which 
were.of pokes'. ,ln order npt to die 
roasted. In the fire, the soldiers left 
tho btiilding,. with great valor hipv- 
irig' Into a .little h"f pf a'dobes w^iich 
I'.ad served ii"3 a kitchen. The whole 
litile .hut, however, \t-a$ not more 
thari three walls of adobe, scarce a 
yard high, 'with no root hut a few 
branches which, the cook had put 
there to keep off the sun. Our peo- 
ple,, sheltered In this iittle kitchen,'1 
co'htfniied to firo oh tho enemy; de- 
fbndlng thnrhselyes asralhst tho inul- 
titiide; who naliirally riiade the at- 
tack on ,the side where those Inside 
were exposed for the lack of a wall- 
There they sent in their arrows and 
spears.

Seeing . the 
d'anger which 
this 


opening was causing them, they were 
bold enough to go back into 
tho 


burning hpuse and bring 'out some 
boxes and biiridlea in order to make 
a sort bf parapet. In this task two 
of trio sbldlerg were wounded and 
put out of action and there 
re- 


malnea for the defense only the cor- 
poral with one soldier and the bar- 
penter. The corporal, who was of 
great vaJpr and a good shot,, told 
the soldier and the carpenter to do 
nothingtelse but to load and prime 
the guns while he did al! the «hoot- 
ihg. 
In this way he succeeded in 


killih'g as many as came hear. 


When the pagans saw that their 
arrows were of no avail on account 
bf deferis'e of tho adobes which our 
men 
had; 
they set fire 
to 
tho 


branches which served as a roof, 
but as these were but a few, their 
burning did not oblige the men to 
retire from the place, but they were 
In great danger of 
their powder 


hejng set on.fire. This surely would 
have 
happened if 
the 
Heverend 
Father Vicente had not seen it -in 
time and covered up the bag with 
tho skirt of his habit, without pay- 
ing 
any 
attention to the danger 


therein involved. When they saw 
that firing. the roof was not going 
to drlya them put the. .Indians tried 
to.throw In.burning brands.and also 
pieces of 
adobe, 
one, of 
which 


wounded the Father,. but. for the 
tlmo he was not.aware of It. 
He 


afterwards, fully recovered.; Soothe 
fighting continued until daybreak, 
when the beautiful light of day .put 
to . flight; the, pagan ,horde,, as they 
feared the people from the . fort 
would cornoj. .So . they .made ,off, 
carrying their dead and wounded, in 
orvder that it. rnieht not ba known 
how niariy they were. 
But. it s was

He therefore, sent.-the Indians' to 
look for .hirri and ho 
also sent 


Lb'fher, a. Callforniari Indian, to the 
garrison to carry.the newa- The rest 
he set to work putting out tho firo 
in th^o granary so as to save the 
Provisions. 


The Indians found their rev'ereA 
Father F..r..J^uIs In.the gully, dead. 
g.nd so disfigured that they could 
scarcely recognize him. They lifted. 


' h.lm up and. brought tho , body in. 


with, great lamentation, to .where 
Father "Vicente ifas. who as soon aa 
he heafa the crying bf tho Indiana 
felt In his heart what must have 
happened to his companion. The 
Father immediately started to meet 
them and they laid down their bur- 
den at his feet. 
It was Indeed as 


he feared. His companion was dead 
and so disfigured that, an he wroto- 
to the ,FatherL President, his .body 
was so full of wounds' that there was 
no part whole except his conse- 
crated, hand's. ./.AH,, the, rest was 
hruisnd arid filfpd with arrows and 
tho head crushed in with the blows 
of tho mabahas, or war sabres of 
wood or possibly with stones, and of 
course, all bloody from head to foot. 
They recognized it as his body only 
by tho whltncss bf the skill; which 
was only in. a fow places free from, 
hioodsfains, arid these were the only 
garments which covered his body. 
On sight of this spectacle Father Vi- 
cente was almost bcstdo himself with

passes in Quality and extent the 
foundation of the two leading art 
museums of the nation. So, a, brave 
start is ours, good friends. 


And today these pictures are Oak- 


land's very own—yours and mine to 
have and to hold, to love and to 
cherish and to refresh 'our hearts—a 
Christmas gift to all the people who 
have eyes to see and souls to feel. 
Thus is Oakland taking rank with 
mature cities who have had the 
time and the grace to equip their 
people with the instruments of cul- 
ture and exaltation that distinguish 
almost every village in France and 
Italy and Spain and even the north- 
ern countries of less emotionalism.

art gallery, made an appropriation 
for developing such an institution; 
and since the Library 
Board has 


publicly set the seal of its approval

fed chickens they eat 
have

eweoter and tafitler flavor than thpao 
which aro fed on wheat and waler. Tha 
following composition will KJva you an 
Idea how the chickens ara fed and kejit. 


When a carload of chickens comes 'to 


tho feeding station It is switched onto * 
spur track about fifteen feet froin .a 
large floor scale. A' battery (large_ coop) 
Is put on this scale, weight taken, and 
then put in front of the car. Kach bat- 
tery has sixteen compartments .which 
hod from nine to twenty chicken's, ac- 
cording to size. Now. while the cnicK,cna 
are large, a battery would only hold ' 
from 160' to 160, but in spring, whfin 
tho spring chickens are numerous, as 
broilers, the batteries hold front 256 to 
300 chickens.

WORK WITH ARMY.

Our 
first experience was at tho headquarters 
chosen for the St. Mihiel dri,ve. 


"My,-how we did long for that drive 
to begin; we were weeks waiting for 
it. watching the troops pass, the ar- 
tillery rumble by, the trucks constantly 
going day and night—supplies and men 
passed continuously until we thought 
all America had been sent over. Special 
lines, called "operation lines," were put 
on our switchboard and were only to 
bo used in connection with the drive. 
It was most thrilling to sit at that 
board and feel tho importance of it—- 
at first It gave me a sort of "gone" 
feeling for tear the connection would 
not be made in time and a few seconds 
would be lost, but soon tho responsi- 
bility Of it sort of calmed me and, as 
In all things that occur many times In 
our lives, became ordinary and lost its 
thrill. 


PLANS ALL CARRIED OUT. 


The night the drive began we were 
called to the office—before that men 
operated between 10 p. m. and 7:30 a. 
m.—and for the three days during the 
attack wo were on four hours and off 
four hours.

was 
a wonderfully 


planned campaign and carried out Jn 
every detail just as planned. Two ol 
the girls were in,St. Mihiel just twen- 
ty-four hours after it was taken. The 
nouses were decorated with flags, every 
one wore the trjtolor, and for days it 
was one constant fete for those who 
had been forced to live with the Hun 
for four years. 
Tho Americans were 


heroes to "those poor people, who could 
not hide their gratitude; they kissed or 
shook hands with every- American they 
met—fit -was more often the former). 
FOR ANOTHER DRIVE. 


As soon as that was over we moved 


again ttf prepare for the Argonne drive. 
This time we felt that we had become 
real soldiers. 
We were landed in a 
town Bhelled by Germans some time 
back, and where very few civilians had 
remained. 
They took us to a camp and 
showed us our barracks—old French 
barracks, papered -with old maps, wrap- 
ping paper, or corrugated paper to cover 
the cracks. 
Hpplly thesa places had 
been thoroughly fumigated, so we had 
no trouble with "beasts," as we had 
had in the last place. 
Before night our cots and bedding 


rolls reached us. and the few hand 
grips we were allowed to bring. 
TVe 
have been very comfortable here ana 
have thoroughly enjoyed the novelty. of 
.the experience. We certainly will have 
a -wonderful story to tell when we get 
back.

Tn the death In' TCasi Oakland rc- 
eently at the .IKO (if 103 of Frank A. 
Uhase, Oakland lost not only its 
oldest inhabitant, but a man who 
had aeen it rlso from a trteamboat 
landing- to its present position. For 
Chase had lived here at least sixty- 
elffht years, aiid perhaps longer, ac- 
cording to Wiiber Walker, secretary 
of the Merchants' Exchange, who 
himself has lived here since 1855 and 
arrived in San Francisco in a sailing 
ship 'round the Horn from 
Maine 
in 1852. 


Chase died in an old-fashioned 
louse at the. northwest corner oif 
Kast Twelfth street and Seventeenth 
iverme, which m*byKono years was a 
'andango house where at night the 
Castanets 
clicked 
musically 
ami 
Portugese belles -whirled in the 
lance. 


A Portuguese, laborer from 
tho 
Azores, he was considerably taller 
than most of his compatriots, broad 
and vigorous, and retaining much of 
us bodiiy visor even In his iater 
/ears. 
But in the earlier years he 
was a very giant of a rnan and'even, 
when past the half-century mark a 
lotod dancer among his rare.

EARTHQUAKE PREDICTED. 


And because the latitudes of these 
two planets, on January 2, will be al- 
most equal one another, the aforesaid 
solar disturbance will integrate them- 
selves into a huge spotted fucular field 
which will suddenly form on the central 
region of the visible solar hemisphere, 
and consequently, a very violent earth- 
quake will occur on, or about, January 
1-4, as specified below. 


Afterwards, turning about the solar 
axis It will powerfully contribute for 
the advent of a severe storm whicn will 
rage along our coast during the period 
January 2-7. 


This solar disturbance will disappear 


on the western limb of the Sun on 
January S. and reaching the central re- 
gion of the invisible solar hemisphere, 
probably will produce some other earth- 
quake shocks, on or about January 13. 
Finally, the same disturbances, per- 
haps transformed In shape and magni- 
tude, will appear at the eastern limb 
of the solar disc on, nearly, January

and 2S, I91S.

Sweets Sometimes a Remedy 


o/ Very Surprising Values.

"'hen you see ft on your table you 
sweeten your coffee or tea without 
any auo or thought as to. the real 
purpose it is going- to serve. As a 
rood .sugar is a carbohydrate, and 
like starch 
it forms one . of 
the 


energy- producing: substances of the 
mechanism. 
A definite amount bf 


Migar in foods, vege tables,. fruits and 
candies, usually so plentiful at Christ- 
inas time, is as much a necessity for 
the welfare of tho anatomy as is a 
fixed supply of albumen or animal 
fat. 
^_ 


Sugar, however, is not merely a' 


food, but also a remedy. Cane sugar. 
sometimes called saccharose, derived 
fi-oni cane, maple and beet, has re- 
cently been discovered as a remedy 
for 
tuberculosis. 
AS an 
injection, 


saccharose has been found to modify 
the secretion of saliva, bile, gastric 
and pancreatic juices, and since this 
discovery it has been suggested that 
the secretions of the bronchial tubes 
might also become modified by the 
sugar injection. When the secretions 
of the bronchial tubes are thus modi-- 
fled by the Injection, it is contended 
hy the supporter.", of the valuable 
action of this therapeutic measure, 
that 
the growth 
of the 
tubercle 


bacilli Is retarded by the lessened 
flow of the juices or fluids from the 
gland.*) in the bronchial tubes. 


Sugar is also considered as a means 


of interfering with intoxication. 
It 


would even .seem evident from the 
surface of the matter that since cane 
sugar Is believed to modify the secre- 
tion of some of the digestive juices, 
the craving- of thirst might be modi- 
fied, and when there is an abundance 
of sugar in the mechanism its action 
on the digestive apparatus would 
prevent the extensive influence of 
alcohol upon the muscles and tis- 
sues. Plenty of sugar, therefore, in 
the form of candy, cane sugar, In 
milk and fruits is probably an ex- 
cellent remedy for persons addicted 
to. the habit of liquor. 


Commercial glucose is a. kind of 


sugiir which contains dextrin, which, 
together . with h'oney, grape sugar 
and malt are called dextrose. These 
anil the combined sugars found in 
manna, tamarinds 
and casein are

"In California -we are.beginning to 


realize that elementary education is 
deserving of more adequate support. 
Classes are so over-crowded in ,many 
cities that the Individual child is de- 
nied an American chance. In many 
districts, particularly rural districts, 
teachers are paid so inadequately 
that all except those who nre en- 
dowed, with missionary 
y.ca.1, seek 


better paying- vacations. 


"Citizens of California should re- 


member that elementary education 
has always 
been regarded as a 


fundamental 
Interest of the state 


government. From the date of ad- 
mission, California's state govern- 
ment has contributed a large share 
of the total revenue of the element- 
ary schools. 
In 1S74, a law was 


passed 
providing that the state 


should contribute ?7 per census child 
to 
the support 
of tho common 


schools. 
This provision remained 


practically 
unchanged 
until 1911 


when the census was abolished and 
the amount of-the state contribution 


tendance. This was not an increase, 
since ?13 per child in average at- 
tendance was just equal to $7 per 
census child. In 191-1, the jJeoiile by 
direct vote abolished the poll tax, 
taking from the elementary school- 
about ?2.75 per child In average at- 
tendance. 
The -legislature of 1916 


increased the state school fund from 
$13 to ?15 per child, thus majilng up 
in part the loss occasioned by the 
repeal of the poll tax. But with ;ill 
these changes in methods of raising 
money, we must face the patent fact 
that the state government is now 
contributing 
to 
the 
elementary 


schools a less amount per child than 
it was contributing in 1874. There 
has been no increase during ihe last 
forty-four years- 
And this in spite 


of a tremendous decrease in the pur- 
chasing power of a dollar. 


"Today the state and county to- 


gether contribute a minimum of only 


per teacher toward the support 


of 
the 
elementary schools. This 


amount Is supposed to bo the least 
needed to support a satisfactory pub- 
lic school to Pay tho teacher and 
janitor, and provide heat, supplies, 
furniture and other necessities. 
It 


was sufficient perhaps at the time 
the amount was fixed, but a dollar 
now -wilt buy less than half what it 
bought when the law was passed. 
Better 
prepared teachers are de- 


manded, better equipment is needed 
and more, subjects are offered In the 
schools of today. The new citizen- 
ship demands a different kind of in- 
struction and a teacher trained to 
social and civic responsibilities. Such 
Instruction cannot be provided on a 
basis of $550 per teacher. 


"The 
failure of the mate and 


county to contribute their share to 
the support of elementary oduca* 
tion has resulted in many school dis- 
tricts levying heavy local taxes for 
the support of the schools. 
Tha 


wealthy districts hiive been, able to 
do this but the-poorer districts; par- 
ticularly rural districts," have suf- 
fered. Many rural districts are try- 
ing to maintain satisfactory schools 
on a basiss of J550 per teacher. 
Clearly this is impossible. 


"The'great needVin California is 


for equalization, of educational op- 
portunities. This can be secured only 
through an increase in state and 
county aid. 
A democracy 
raises 


money for education where property 
is and distributes it -where the chil- 
dren are. In recognition of this prin- 
ciple the Women's Legislative Coun- 
cil baa recommended an increase in 
state support for elementary schools 
from J15 to $17.50 per pupil. 
The 


State Board of Education has en- 
dorsed this recommendation and has 
also advocated an increase in county 
funds from J550 per teacher to $750 
per teacher or ?20 per pupil. 
The 


purpose of these measures is to shift 
the burden of supporting elementary 
education from the district to the 
state and county. The educational 
interests of the state cannot be ade- 
quately served unless these recom- 
mendations are embodied in law. In 
standing for this program, the wom- 
en of California and the State Board 
of Education are standing for better 
democracy. California can afford to 
maintain a satisfactory school in 
every community. It cannot afford 
to neglect the educational Interests 


For that reason all factors that stand 
for better democracy should work 
together for tho program that has 
been outlined."

2sr. C. O.—was my own boss ond re- 
sponsible to the captain 
only.

main idea was to detect gas and warn 
the company when In the lines. Lost 
much sleep on this account, as the sen- 
tries would imagine every shell was gas 
and wake me eight or ten times every 
night. However, the vigilance paid, 'as 
we had no serious casualties from this 
source In my company. 


"Was 
exceedingly fortunate in re- 


ceiving a. week's special course at the 
first gas school and so we had the very 
latest information to work upon. 
"Don't know when we will bo re- 


leased from here. It's understood all 
patients will be sent directly to the 
States and no more allowed to return 
to their companies. So wa all are pa- 
tiently waiting." 


MacdonaKl- first describes his trip 


from Angel Island to Hoboken, N. J., 
where he and the members of his 
corps took passage for Franco. 
He 
started on the voyage across the At- 
lantic October . 31, 3917, and says 
that after an uneventful voyage the 
vessel reached Brest, France, ' Nov- 
ember 9. 
iUacdonald says that. the 
vessel was in the danger '/one for 
only one day. 
No submarines were 
sighted, 
he writes. 
He says that 
several of the vessels In the fleet that 
went over at that time were form- 
erly owned by Germany.' 


Macdonald writes in part as fol- 


lows: 


AT MAXY SMATJj TOW.VS. 


"We lay in Brest harbor for five 


days, during 
which time 
we re- 


mained on the boat. 
When we fin- 


ally gol a.shore a. troop train -was 
watting for us and took us to a town 
named St. Nazaire, which is also a 
seaport. We remained at that place 
stbout three weeks, working on the 
roads and doinfj little odd jobs. On 
December 6, 1917. wo'left St. Nazaire 
on :L trip a cross France, about 500 
or GOO miles, to Bourmont. Here we 
worked on hospitals. 


".My company is a water supply 


company and we dp all tho plumbing 
work on hospitals and also put up 
jathhousos in all the towns where 
soldiers are. located. 'While we were 
at Bourmont we experienced some 
,'ery cold weather. . The thermo- 
meter 'fell to 20 degrees below zero, 
but the spel! did not last very loner-

would appear at sessions of the municipal boards, 
and petition or protest, and they might win the 
courtesy of those appealed to, but that would bo 
about all, and on occasion there would be scarce- 
ly that. 
Now they command great deference 


and generally gain their point. ' It is conceded 
that the refusal of the Board of Supervisors to 
re-enact the masking ordinance was due to the 
opposition of women and the forensic effort of 
(he woman advocate who made the arguments 
and was- *o heartily applauded. 
The unions, 


carmen, scavengers and the various nationalities, 
are no longer the only elements to bo considered 
in official action. 
Women also vote, and when 


they appear in petition or'protest they.get a real 
hearing. 
Politicians have learned that they, arc 


rather mor:e tenacious of memory at election time 
than men, and that they must be considered. 
Recurrence of the Tramp 
. The year of government :control of railroads 
has been hard on the tramp. 
Military policing 


of trains and railroad property, together wilh 
the urgent.caH for men of all condifious of phy- 
sical prowess to work, made conditions for the 
tramp impossible, and he has all'but disappeared. 
•Railroad men are expecting that he will stage a 
comeback, though it may be he will not recur in 
as great numbers as formerly. 
The Pacific coast 


is a paradise for tramps. 
P. J. Kindelou, of the 


Southern Pacific police, .has made a study of 
them and collated many interesting facts; ,, He 
says they start north about the first of ?ilarch, 
and the movement continues till about the. Ifitli 
of September, when they reverse and go south 
A majority go as far south as New Mexico and 
Arizona.

Association of Special Agents Kihdelbn has dis 
coursed very informiugly oil this general subject 
He has divided tramps into six classes—Kids 
Hoboes, Stew Bums, Blanket Stiffs, Gay Cats and 
Jungle Buzzards. 
The Kids leave home betweei 


the ages of fourteen and twenty 
They beg

them info the Hobo class at the age of twenty 
A Hobo can make a train moving from/fifteen h 
twenty miles an hour, with the pet cocks of the 
engine wide open (o blind him and keep,him off 
He will rob a box car, steal chickens, roll i 
drunk, terrorize the occupants of section houses 
break into stores, rob stations and farm houses 
assault trainmen, blow safes, and sometimes gaii 
distinction with his fellows by beating up po 
liccmeu and getting away with it. 
.A Stew Bun- 


is what is left of a Hobo after he is thirty, years 
of age. He cannot make the passenger train air 
more. 
He hides away in freight trains, drinks 


hard when he can get it, helps the Jungle Buz- 
zards to cook, is generally an ex-convict. 
A 


Blanket Stiff is a degenerate workingman. Blan 
ket Stiffs arc harmless, because they are old. 
The Tramp's Reformation Possible 


A distinction is made between the Blanket 


Stiff, who carries a roll of gunny sacks or old car- 
pets on his pilgrimages, and the man in search of 
farm work. 
The latter carries genuine blankets, 


and refuses to mix with tramps of any kind. 
Tramps recognize this and give him -a wide berth. 
A Gay Cat is a well dressed young man who 
fraternizes with tramps to get over the road. Ho- 
boes make Gay Cats do the begging at junction 
points because of their presentable appearance 
They are between twenty and forty years of age, 
and hail from all trades and professions. 
The 


Jungle 'Buzzard is a bully, and has generafiy 
been a prize fighter. When there is a big crowd 
in the jungle he takes the direction, appointing 
committees, on bread, potatoes, chickens, beef, 
coffee, sugar and money. 
With the assistance 


of the Stew Bums be cooks the mulligans, and 
makes everybody step around lively, beating tip 
any who do not contribute to the sdpport of the 
camp. This singular phase of life is peculiar to 
the.United States, where there are hmg lines of 
railroad through regions more or less fruitful, 
and with populations inclined to give to those 
who complain of being hungry, however they 
come to that pass. 
Besides differentiating those 


who thus wander to and fro without purpose 
other than to be on the move and to live without 
steady effort, Kindelou discusses remedial meas- 
ures. 
He thinks that most of: the boys and 


young men among tramps are susceptible of 
reformation, but that there is no redemption for 
tramps who arc over thirty years of age. 
A 


reformatory where their terms would be ind,f»i- 
nitc, with discipline, a reasonable amount of 
work, good care, good food, good influence, 
a 


chance to learn a trade, a chance to earn their 
release by good conduct, be "thinks would re- 
claim a majority of them.

I hat such an effort will be systematically made 
in the near future, which brings up the question 
again, as to whether the tramp is going to recur 
in his old-time numbers when former conditions 
along railway lines are restored. 
Increase of Wages 


There is a divergent emotion among the city's 


employees in the street department. Some are up 
in G and some are away below the scale. It is this 
way: 
Tbe Board of Supervisors by ordinance 


has increased every employee's pay a dollar a day. 
That accounts for the excess of joy on the part 
of those who hold their jobs. 
But the budget 


only provideh for a certain expenditure for the 
year. 
Hence, some of the jobs have'to be elimi- 


nated. 
That is the reason why there is gnash- 


ing of teeth on the part of those laid off. 
No la- 


borer on the streets now gets less than §5 a day. 
Foreman laborers get §«. 
Hod carriers get $7. 


The ordinance or order affecting these changes 
provides that a sufficient number of cmployees"be 
laid off in the street cleaning division, street re- 
pair division, sewer repair division and store- 
keeping division to even up the increased pa'v- 
roll. Supervisors do not find the consequences as 
pleasant as might be. The constituent: who finds 
his job gone while another's is not only .secure, but: 
his pay handsomely increased, is-able to descend 
npon his supervisor with some of the charaelcr- 


is tics of an avenging 'angel. Where complainants 
are mollified by the promise thaf.it. will be all 
right at next budget-making time, when every- 
body will have a job and a raise, the "dissatisffac- 
tion may be smoothed over. 
But not all arc 


thus complaisant. 


Third Term for the Mayor 


Whatever may have been the reports and inti- 


mations in times past as to the person favored 
by the mayor as his successor, it is becoming more 
and more apparent that there is not going to be a 
strange successor for the next term, at least not 
with his consent and assistance. At the city hall 
(hey are beginning to shape their conclusions in 
the direction of-a third term. The mayor js'not 
in the habit of revealing his political intentions, 
as may be remembered from his gubernatorial ex- 
perience; but experts in discerning political trends 
assume to see indications that ho will seek to re- 
main the chief figure at the city hall for another 
four years. 
And ttiey say that his candidacy 


would about as good as settle it. There is nobody 
in sight so far as present indications go who 
would be much more than an also ran. Few men 
who have been in the 'mayoral chair have more 
completely dominated the office and the city ad- 
ministration.

Muralore was taken up with mighty acclaim 


on his first professional visit to tin's country. lie 
was hailed as a rival of Caruso. His rendition 
of (he "Marseillaise'' was commented oft from one 
end of the country to the other as one of the most 
soul-stirring performances of the time. .His con- 
certs here, Vvith Cavalieri.in the background, were 
extraordinarily successful.

He has a good many 
admirers in San Francisco who will regret the 
miscarriage of his professional efforts.

fortunes. 
Acquirement of the U. R. 


The published plan of the Postmaster General 


to take over the telephone and telegraph lines and 
pay for them out of the earnings is in line with 
what is proposed here as to'the United Railroads. 
Hard-headed financiers are extremely skeptical, 
however, of any such proposition working out. As 
to the acquirement of the United Railroads ib.'is 
proposed to proceed under a sort of geutleiuAi's 
agreement, which would seem to be necessary, as 
the city could not: raise the money in a bond issue 
fpr the purchase, being so near the limit already.

and Liver-more. 
Thc order, issued 


last week by the food administra- 
tion, was revoking that order which 
preventer] the use-of wheat -for any- 
thing except milling purposes. 
In 


effect tills means permitting the un- 
limited use oC wheat ' for feeding 
poultry. 


In the opinion of the local poul- 
try growers the order never was $at- 
isfactorv 
It is charged that only 
the loyal poultry men obeyed it and 
they did it to their disadvantage. 
Sonic few arrests were made, even 
around Hayward, for 
evading-the 
order, but the -non I try dealers jsay 
that only a small proportion of the, 
evaders were apprehended because 
of the diflic.ulty of searching small 
ranches and poultry farms. The as- 
sertion is made by poultry men that 
it was practically impossible to en- 
force it. 


One of thri results was that poul 
trymen let their flocks run down, 
and tills, in part, accounts for the 
price of eggs in the market today. 
Some I-Iaywiird poultry growers pre- 
dicted. $1 eggs a year ago. 
The poultry growers have had a 
most uncertain time for Iho last 
year, but. taken as a whole, they 
have endeavored to abide by the gov- 
ernment rules and the necessities of 
the occasion. 
The stoppage of the 
feeding of wheat was only ono dif- 
ficulty that they had to face. 
All 
kinds of conservation 
orders- ;wcro 
issued. 
They were not allowed to 
sell their poultry 
until'it reached 
maturity In order that tho greatest 
meat value be'secured. No-broilers 
or "chicken turkeys" were allowed 
on the market..With no wheat feed- 
ing allowed and other grains high 
in price the poultry man has had no 
easy condition to face. 


Good-has come from the situation^ 
however, because poullrymcn have 
discovered what conservation means 
and how to utilize miich foodstuff 
that went to waste before, and how 
to make the most out of every avail- 
able bit of ground space that form- 
erly went to waste. 
The Hayward poultry people - say 
that the 
future for the Hayward 
poultry 
section was never better 
and-that they will rival Petaluma. in 
a short time.

'irely with legislative 'business relat- 
ing to the conduct of the war. The 
ie,000,000,000 revenue bill, designed 
to cover i he cose of the war in so. • 
far as it can be met by taxation, is 
The last piece of war legislation on 
the Congressional schedule. 


In the year now closing the Sixty- 


fifth Congress enacted more than 


public laws, some of them of 


importance, and adopted 


more than thirty important resolu- 
tions.

'Our stay in Jinglaud w^s limited to 
only a few oays, but. what I saw of tho 
country impressed me very much, aa 
all tlie homes, even the farmhouses, 
were made of i>nck,.wiUi a similarity oi 
design in architecture. Everything was 
green and under cultivation, and cer- 
tainly reminded me of good old Cal- 
ifornia. 
•"We were then transported to J'rance, 
and after a. ride in boxcars we reached 
our permanent canip and were billeted 
in,, a large burn -and -slept on straw, 
which was very comfortable.
